concealed a long time, ſo as the tea 
chere and the ancient [atcrprecers could 
not finde them. Which thing happened 
chrough the (pitetulneſſe of the Tewes, 
who by reaſon of the molt evident, mani- 
feſt,and often Prophecies of Chriſt, that 
are written in them, did hide them a long 
while. At length the Greekes being very 
narrow ſezrchers out of ancient writings, 
ſought cheſe Teſtaments warily, and got 
them more warily , and tranſfated chem 
faithfully out of Hebrewe into Greek, 
Nuverthelcilc, this writing continued yet 
ſteli vnknoune; becauie chere was not a- 
ny man tobe found, that was sk ilfull both 


in the Greek and Latine, nor any interpre- 
rerſt hat might procure the traoſlition of | 


this noble work, vatill the time of Robert 
the ſecond, furnamed Ghroſthead, Billiop 


of Ezx#coine, Who ſent diligent. ſearchers | 


; as 


as farre as Greece, to fetch hima copy of 
che (aid writing, without reſpect of their 
charges, which hee bare moſt liberally. 
Therefore, to continue the memories of 
thoſe moſt lightſome Prophecies, to the 
{krengtheningot the Chriſtian faith, that 
teuerend Biſhop did in the yeare ofour 
Lord 1242. tranſlate them painfully and 
faithfully, word for word out of Greeke 


into Latine (in which two tongues hee 


was counted verie sxilfull) by the help of 
M. Nicolas Gree ke, Pꝛrſon of the Church 
of Dachet, and Chaplaine to the Abbot 
of 8. * to the intent that by that 
meanes the cuident Propnecies which 
ſhine more brighter then che day ligne, 
might the more gloriouſly come abroad, 
to the greater confuſion of the /eres, and 
of all hereticks & enemies of the Church 
of Chriſt, to whom bepraile and 
glory for euer, 
Amen. 
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
